YOUR CITY GOVERNMENT 

Your City Government is composed of five councilmen elected by the citi- 
zens of Vacaville. These councilmen in turn select one of their members to 
serve as the Mayor who is the Council's presiding officer. These five men 
elected by the people provide the legislative leadership which guides the 
growth and development of the community. 

The Council appoints a City Manager to carry out policies and services 
established by their legislative actions. In order to efficiently carry out these 
policies and services, the City Manager is assisted by specialists in each 
major city service field to administer the required services. These major 
services include fire protection, law enforcement, water supply, sewage re- 
moval, recreation, public works, planning and finance. 

In addition to the full time employment of personnel for the necessary or de- 
sired services which are carried out daily, the City Council appoints vari- 
ous advisory committees to assist the Council in developing policies and 
legislation in specific fields. The Planning Commission, Parks & Recreation 
Commission, Capital Improvements Committee, Industrial Development Com- 
mittee, Workable Program Committee and Board of Appeals are all appoint- 
ed to provide the Council with information and advice in the specific field 
of the committee.

VACAVILLE HISTORY 

The Town of Vacaville had its origin in 1850 when Manuel Cabeza Vaca 
deeded to William McDaniel nine square miles of land with the stipulation 
that one of the square miles would be a townsite with the name Vacaville. 

During the second half of the nineteenth century Vacaville was a major fruit 
producing area for the nation and in its peak years was producing half of all 
of California's deciduous fruit. During this period Vacaville was almost en- 
tirely dependent on fruit production for its economic well-being. 

In 1892 Vacaville was incorporated as a city and for the next fifty years its 
population remained relatively static near the 1500 mark. By the early 1940's 
Vacaville's position as a fruit center had declined substantially due to the 
rapid expansion of other fruit areas throughout California. 

World War II brought the first major population change to Vacaville when 
Travis Air Force Base was established about six miles away. The Federal 
Government constructed housing units for 1000 personnel in Vacaville and 
after the war many of the former military personnel and their families began 
purchasing homes in Vacaville. 

In the years since 1950 when the Federal Census showed a population of 
3,169, Vacaville rapidly grew in size and population. The new California 
Medical Facility, coupled with the increased growth of the Basic Vegetable 
Products Corporation and the ever-expanding Nut Tree Restaurant complex, 
resCilted in a 1965 population of 18,150. Now in 1969 the population is over the 
20,000 mark. The future growth and development of Vacaville appears 
bright and forecasts indicate a 1980 population in excess of 35,000. 

The past years have been good to the community and with proper planning 
and citizen participation the years ahead will continue to favor Vacaville as 
a pleasant and progressive community in which to live and work.
